3. December 2007 Monthly Monitoring Report: The chloride concentration
exceeded the daily maximum (350 mg/L) on December 4, 2007, with a reported
value of 354 mg/L. (1 violation)

4. February 2008 Monthly Monitoring Report: The chloride concentration exceeded

- Program requires continuous monitoring of the effluent flow rate. The report

does not contain effluent flow data from January 9 to 11, 2008. (1 vioiation)
